MOSCOW (UPI)—Vice 
President Richard M. Nix- 
on arrived here Thursday 
for an ll-day goodwill 
visit and promptly ran in- 
to Radio Moscow charges 
that certain persons in the 
United States trying 
to force their dictates on 
the whole world. 


The vice president was wel- 
comed at the airport by First 
Deputy Premier Frol Kozlov, 
who recently visited the United 
States, and Deputy Foreign 
Minister Vassily V. Kuznetsov, 
who just returned from Iraq. 

Nixon, in a formal arrival 
statement, frankly acknowledg- 
ed the grim state of affairs be- 
tween the U.S. and Russia.

IAEA Sample 
Of Uranium 
Said Inferior 


MITO (Kyodo)—A sample of 
Canadian uranium received re- 
cently by the Japan Atomic 
Energy Research Institute from 
the International Atomic Energy | 
Agency, has been found to be 
of such inferior quality that it 
may be unusable. 

Officials of the institute 
Tokai-mura, Ibaraki Prefecture, 
said they found bubbles and 
cracks in the octagonal sample, 
which is 15 centimeters wide 
and one centimeter thick. It 
weighs about 15 kilograms. 

The sample was received by 
the Japanese institute following 
its decision to secure three tons 
of uranium from IAEA as part 
of 6.5 tons needed for the first 
Japan-built atomic reactor under 
construction since last summer. 

Masayuki Kawasaki, chief re- 
searcher of the institute, said 
the sample was of such coarse 
quality that it must be rejected.

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Future of Africa 


The future political development of Africa is one of 
the subjects prominent in the public eye as more and more 
areas of the “Dark Continent” are shedding colonial status 
for independence or semi-independence. Just where this 
movement will lead in the long run is the subject of a 


good deal of debate. 


President Tubman of Liberia and the Prime Ministers 
of Ghana and Guinea, Dr. Nkrumah and Mr. Toure, re- 
cently issued a declaration saying they were agreed on 
the desirability of setting up a community of African states. 
In such a community, they saw the members as maintain- 
ing their national identity and constitution while member- 


ship would be open to all African states as they became 
ndependent. 


The proposal seems idealistic but difficult of realization 
for various reasons. The Ghana Guinea connection is a 


beginning but conditions in 


most parts of Africa are so 


diverse that it is difficult to envisage them as conducing 
to the formation of an overall African federation that 


would be effective. 


It certainly must be many years be- 


fore a “United States of Africa” could be made a going

At present the tendency is toward the building up of 
regional political entities founded on geographical, econo- 
mic, ethnical and traditional considerations. Thus we have 
the various territories of French Africa—with the excep- 
tion of Guinea—electing to belong to a French Community, 
although possibly in some cases only as a stepping stone

Duration of Western Rights in Berlin Focus of Geneva Talks 


. Nikita Khrushchev’s hand- 
made Berlin crisis returned to 
trouble the air last week, ds the 
resumed Geneva negotiations, 
and the world power realities 
they reflect, completely dom 
nated the attention of the col- 
umnists. 


The foreign. ministers’ talks, 
having previously narrowed 
down to a search for an in- 
terim” or “temporary” settle 
ment on Berlin, were seen as 
focussing, during this second 
round, on an even more limited 
point: The duration of Western 
rights in the city. 

The West had clearly made 
concessions, and some observ- 
ers thought it had made too 
many. But now it was hol 
out for an explicit Soviet rec- 
ognition that its Berlin rights 
would remain inviolate until the 
city was unified as the capital 
of Germany. 

Gromyko was being ambigu- 
ous, reassuring the West that 
no ultimatum was meant by the 
18-month deadline he had earli- 
er set for a settlement, but at 
the same time declaring that the 
Western “occupation” of Berlin 
must end and that to remove 
the time limit would mean a 
Soviet agreement to “perpetu- 
ate the occupation.” 

One widely held interpreta- 
tion of this was that the Rus- 
sians were seeking a purposely 
imprecise agreement, which, 
like Yalta and Potsdam, they 
could later construe in any way 
they like, and use as another 
weapon against the Western 
position in Berlin, 

Hard Core of Reality 

Walter Lippmann, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, thought 
that the Soviet Union had of- 
fered a real concession before 
the conference reconvened 
when “... explicitly Gromyko 
denied that he was delivering 
an ultimatum demanding the 
surrender of Western rights in 
Berlin (and) said he was pro- 
posing the terms of a ‘provision- 
al status’ of West Berlin while 
attempts were made to agree on 
the reunification of Germany.” 
This statement was not ade- 
quately reported. 

“There is no doubt that this 
is a crucial modification of the 
original Soviet demand of No- 
vember 1958 for a permanent 
settlement of the status of Ber- 
lin. Pending the reunification 
of the two Germanys and the 
restoration of Berlin as the Ger- 
man capital, the West can ask 
no less, but also it can ask ro 
more, than that West Berlin be 
given a ‘provisional status’.” 

“In Allied quarters there is 
considerable about 
the concessions which we have 
already made. We have made 
concessions. But we have con- 
ceded nothing that the West 
has ever been prepared to go to 
war about. What has been hap- 
pening is that our original pos“ 
tion is being whittled down to 
the hard core which the realit 
of power will support. What it 
will not support, will be regard- 
ed as bluff no matter how vehe-

mentiy we assert it.” 

It is imperative that Khrush- 
chev be convinced that the 
West is not bluffing on essen- 
tials; but he must be convinced 
in he language of the power 
realities. Mr. K. knows the 
West will not go to war if East 
German officials control the ac- 
cess to Berlin or if he makes a 
separate treaty with East Ger- 
many. But “he almost surely 
believes us when we say we 
will fight back if he allows West 
Berlin to be blockaded,” since 
“the West is capable of fighting 
back and, though it would hate 
to have to do it, it is irretriev- 
ably committed.”

During the first 
round of talks they dropped the 
question of German reunifica- 
tion and accepted East Germany 
in the conference room in an 
advisory capacity. They now 
seem prepared to cut their arm-

inst the Soviet bloc.
